CONSTITUTION. 


We, the United Baptist Church in the State of Mississippi, hav - 
ing been regularly dismissed by letter from the following Associa - 
tions, viz.: - Aberdeen, Chickasaw and Bear,Creck, have united for 
the purpose of maintaining and ke ping the Order and Rules of all 
Associations, accovding to the following plan: 

-Art 1. This Association shall be e omposed of nembers chosen 
by the different churches: in our Union, who, on producing letters 
from their respective churches, certifying their election, shall be . 
entitled to seats. 

Art. 2 The letters from the churches are to express numbe 
of white male and female members; time of meeting; number of 
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Baptists received by letter; restored: cismissed by letter; excluded; 
died since last Association; the name of pastor and post office. 

Art 3. The members thus chosen and convened shall be known 
as the Judson Association, who shall have ne power to lord over 
God's heritage, or to infringe on any of the internal rights of the 
ehurches of the Union, but shall be an a lvisory council for the com- 
mon bénefit of all the churches, and the furtherance of the cause of 
our Redeemer The Association shall have power to exclude any 
church from the Union, who may depart from the orthodox princi- 
ples of the Gospel either in faith or practice. (The fundamental 
principals we adopt and believe may be seen ii our abstract. )

Art. 8. No querry shall be received for the consideration of the 
Association until the church presenting it shall have made an effort

Art. 9. The Association shall havea fund for the support of« 
the same, and which shall be raised by voluntary contributions of 
the churches, sent by their delegates, which mo 
ited.in the hands of the Treasurer, 
shall be accountable to the Associa 
by him as Treasurer. 

_Art. 10.. The Association shall, in-all cases, be governed byia 
majority of the members present, except in the reception and dis- 
missal of churches, which shall be unanimous. 

_ Art. 11. The Association shall correspond with other Associa- 
tions, as may be agreed on while in session, 


Art. 12. It shall be the duty of the. Association to appoint a 
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minister to preach the Introductory Sermon, with an alternate, at 
each succeeding session; also time and place for next Association. 
Art 13. No,charge will be received against any ¢hurch in our 
Union, only when established by a sister church. 
Art. 14. This Constitution may be altered or amended at \any 
time by two-thirds of tne churches comprising the body 
Art. 15. Minutes to be read, adopted and signed by the Modera - 
tov and Clerk before the Association finally adjourns. 


ABSTRACTS OF PRINCIPLES.

No one shall speak more than once upon any subject un- 
til all who wish to speak shall have had an opportunity, nor more 
than twice upon any subject without rmission. 

_Art. 8. Every subject introduced for discussion shall be decided 
before another is offered, unless it be laid over by motion, with the | 
consent of the mover and association. 

Art 9. The names of members shall be called whenever Asso- 
ciation shall direct and absentees marked. Any member wishing 
to retire shall obtain permission of the Moderator. 

Art. 10. The appellation of ‘‘Brother”’ shall be used by the 
members in addressing each other.
